No. I-120t 1(9)/80-Plflnt( A).—The Tmdon Committee on 
Tea marketing among other things, considered the present 
system of marketing of tea in India and abroad and recom¬ 
mended further market research to study the tea consuming 
habits and preferences in order to evolve national campaign to 
build the image and sales of Indian teas abroad. The Commit¬ 
tee further suggested that we should take advantage of our fine 
■quality teas both in U.K. and elsewhere and offer ready 
activities by making warehousing arrangements abroad, To 
consider these and other related recommendations in regard 
to the export of bulk tea it has been decided by the Govern¬

RESOLUTION 

No. I-]2011(9)/HU.piant(A).—The Trndon Conimiltee 
on lea marketing set up by the Government, intei-alia, made 
important recommendations in the field of market development 
and exports.
